In the 22d 


year of his age, he and ſix others broke open the houſe c 
the Rev. Mr. Buckner of Crome, and carried off fifteen 


thouſand guineas, without being ever detected. In 178 
he was again apprehended (under ſthe White Boy act), 


tried, and ſentenced, to ſuffer death; but was reprieved on 


condition of being tranſported, as he then underſtood, to 
Botany Bay, with 138 more: Yet the Captain ſteered his 
courſe for Nova Scotia, in order to ſell them, as indented _ 


ſervants, bound for the. payment of their paſſage- money. 


But it being diſcovered chat they were convicts, the Cap - 


tain was compelled to refund the money, and take the | 
back again. He then carried them to Little River, in the

ſtate of Maſſachuſſets, and put them on ſhore oppoſite. 


the iſland of Grand Manan, in the Bay of Fundy. . Fitz 


gerald having committed two thefts in that ſtate, went to 
the eity of St. John, Nova Scotia, where he found ſeveral

wicked courſes. After committing ſeveral thefts, Fitzgerald

Clark was alſo born in Ireland. He was about the ſame 


age as Fitzgerald. Having acted unfaithfully to ne ruſt

He afterwards deſerted, and committed ſeveral thefts, 
"Ye again enliſted himfelf in the 33th regiment of foot, 
"which ſoon after embarked for America, where he ſerved 
till ibe end of the war. Being then diſcharged, he next 
enliſted himſelf in the 57th regiment of foot; and after 
ſeveral trials by Courts Iaftal for thefts and other miſde. 
meanors, he was diſcharged: In 1786, he was, with two 
others, tried and ſentenced to ſuffer death for a burgar}y 
at Halifax, in America; but was pardoned upon condition 
that he became the executioner of the other two, which he 
did by their conſent. Afterwards, whilſt in Nova Scotia, 
he was guilty of a variety of thefts. "On the 128th of Octo-

of the female convicts from Ireland, and another woman, 
to commit the burglary for which he afterwards ſuffered.

At laſt the period arrived. The very thoughts 


of it ſtruck terror to my ſoul. I returned to the 
priſoners again, and found them as much compoſed 
as if they were about going a pleaſant journey. 
Nothing was to be obſerved in their countenancss

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but the greateſt reſignation and peace. I "aſked 
them how their minds were? They ſaid, quite 
happy: they only waited for the time to arrive. 
After having ſung a hymn 1 adminiſtered the ſacra- 
ment to them; and found it a.time of love, The 
priſoners were much affected during the Whole. 
But as to Clark he appeared wrapped. up in the 
viſion of faith, and talked moſt ſweetly of the 
ſealings of the Spirit of God upon his ſoul. He 
made a ſhort but ſweet prayer to the Father, to re- 
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;ceive Chriſt as his furety, and to diſcharge him 
of all his debts. _ Then, addrefling me, he ſaid, 
„A few moments and I ſhall be in glory. There

When we came to the gal- 
lows, after a ſnhort addieſs to the priſoners, I went 
to prayer. Commending their ſouls to God in 
Chriſt I took my leave of them, after which they
